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Fire Destroys Home 
Of Phillip Holton 
Spectacular Blaze 


The former Zachariah Wade 
home, now owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Phillip Holton, on the road 
to the railroad station in Weat 
Northfield, was titally destroyed 
by a fire on Saturday evening, 
February 26. The family had 
gone to Hinsdale to spend an eve- 
ning with friends and returned 
when notified by friends that a 
fire had been’ discovered. The 
flames bursting from the roof 
about the chimney were first seen 


by a neighbor, who gave the 
alarm and summcned the local 
fine department, abcut 8:30 o’- 


clock in the evening. Neighbor; 
ru-hed about and entering the 
lower floor removed much of the 
furnishings except the piano, but 
in the meantime the fire burned 
fiercely and it was impossible to 
get to the second floor, where 
everything, including beds and 
furniture and ckthing of the 
family were consumed, The 
flames lit up the sky for miles 
around and it was a spectacular 
fire, arresting the attention of all 
in vantage places, The fire de- 
parement responded promptly 
and rendered fine service, getting 
what water was available from 
the poo] at the Boltcn place and 
from a pool back cf the Wilson 
place. Both pieces of apparatus 
were used. Hundreds of persons 
were attracted to the scene ana 
motorists lined the highway. The 
barn to the rear of the house was 
not burned. The house was the 
hcme, for many years of the late 
Mr. and Mrz. Zachariah Wade 
and upon his death, passed into 
the possession of Mr. and Mrs. 
Phillip Holton, who with their 
three children made it their resi- 
dence. It is said that the house 
had insurance of $2000 but that 
its contents were not insured.
